David Vinton.

ter to the D, Q. M. Priest of the United States, reep mt- 
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information respecting the suspension and expulsion 
of David Vinton, and that the committee (in case the said 
"Vinton do stand so suspended or expelled) cause circu- 
lars to be sent to all the subordinate Lodges in this state 
and to the Grand Lodges of the States, South and West 
of this, cautioning them against admitting the said Vin- 
ton into their Lodges. 

A memorial was received from Liberty Lodge at. 
Wilkesborough, respecting the dues of the subordinate 
Lodges to the Grand Lodge. On motion of Bro. Wil- 
liam Boylan, this memorial was referred to a committee: 
JBro’s. Boylan, L. D. Wilson and J. C. Ehrjngahusewere 
appointed a committee and to report to the Lodge. 

On motion ofBro. Parsley it was agreed that the com : 
mittce on the case of David Vinton, extend their inquiries 
to the Grand Chapter and to the Grand Lodge of the 
State of Rhode Island. 

On motion of Bro. J. A. Cameron a committee was ap- 
pointed to take into consideration the petitions of Lodges 
(now working under dispensations.) for Charts.

On motion of Brother Young, the consideration of this 
report was laid over untill next meeting. 

The committee to whom was referred the petition of 
Brother Samuel Robinson, late a member of Hall Lodge/ 
No. 53 , respectfully report, 

That they have performed the painful task of investi- 
gating the errors and irregularities into which the mem- 
bers of a most respectable Lodge, have been betrayed by 
a momentary forgetfulness of the grand principals of the 
orders : and by yielding to passion and personal animos- 
ity, those sacrifices, which belong only to Justice, to 
prudence and to beneficence. 

The important services heretofore rendered to the craft, 
by Hall Lodge, its admirable example of Masonic duty 
and obedience, ami the high standing of its officers and 
members generally, added to the purest feelings of fra- 
ternal love, suggested to your committee, the propriety 
of adverting to their late obliquities, with all possible 
delicacy, prefering to call their brethren by admonition, 
to a sense of what they owe to themselves, and believing 
that such brethren will not fail to retrace their steps, when 
they perceive that they can neither be stationary nor ad- 
vance without pulling down the pillars of the Temple, and 
defacing the fair form which the work of former times, 
has inscribed on the entablature. With these feelings, 
your committee will lay before you such facts as they 
have collected from documents accompanying the petition. 
The petitioner having some disagreement with bro- 
ther Williams, exhibited several charges against him^ 
before a standing committee appointed by the Lodge, to 
settle differences among the Brethren ; That these char- 
ges were affirmed by the committee, who unanimously re- 
ported to that effect, and their report w as signed by Bro- 
ther Baxter their cliairmaif ; that at a subsequent meeting 
of the committee the report, w ithout being reconsidered 
and cancelled by the committee, was torn to pieces by the 
chairman, who said it should not be returned to the 
Lodge. The fragments, however, were collected by the 
petitioner and pasted together, and being laid before the 
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dommittec, they returned it to the Lodge. The petition- 
er made an eiFort in the Lodge, to have the report read* 
hut he was answered, by a motion for expulsion, which 
was put and carried, without any charges being exhibi- 
ted against him, and without an opportunity being given 
lmn to defend himself. 

Your committee think they cannot safely give an opin- 
ion on the part of the complaint, which relates to tearing 
up the report, it is so extraordinary and unaccountable, 
as to be scarcely credible. They cannot but conjecture 
that the whole transaction does not appear from the doc- 
uments laid before them, and think it right to observe in 
this and every other instance, that maxim of universal 
justice, *« hear the other side.” They therefore, abstain 
from making any remarks on the conduct attributed to 
Brother Baxter, who is not a party in this proceeding 
and whose case ought not to be prejudged. 

But the circumstances attending the expulsion of the 
petitioner are certified by several brethren, members, 
and Visitors of Hall Lodge ; and your committee are de- 
cidedly of opinion that such expulsions was irregular. 

1. Because no charges were exhibited against the pe- 
titioner nor apportunity allowed him to defend himself* 
Because a swordj) allot was not allowed him at his re** 

'"TJuest. 

3. There were but four votes counted for him when in 
truth five were given — Wherefore, your Committee re 
commend that the said vote of expulsion be cancelled 
and annulled and that the petitioner Samuel Robinson, be 
restored to his masonic rights in full brother-hood ; sub* 
ject however, to any regular course of proceeding which 
any member of Hall Lodge, may think proper to insti- 
tute against him. And your committee further recom- 
mend that the M> W. Grand Master be requested to ad- 
dress a paternal and monitory letter to the worthy Offi- 
cers and members of Hall Lodge, No. 53, invoking them 
by every tie sacred aihong Masons to return\to that 
watchful preservation of land marks by which they have 
heretofore been distinguished : 

To make an earnest, distinguished and generous effort 
to put an end to discord and animosity $ to resume that 
Qtuiuai kindness forbearance and forgiveness to each 
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ther, which have preserved the edifice of Masonary, from 
the waste of time and given it stability amid the rage of 
every varied storm : and finally, remind them that the 
Lodge is the asylum of feeble man, not only against the 
shafts of adversity and the perils of strife, but what is 
most to be dreaded, against the conflicts of his own pasfc- 
sions. All which is respectfully submitted,

The committee appointed to take into consideration th$ 
memorial from Liberty Lodge, No, 45 , on the subject of 
the annual contributions, from the subordinate Lodges, 
to the Grand Lodges having performed the duty assigned 
them,— Report, 

That they have examined the Book of accounts of the 
G. Treasurer, and they find about eighteen Lodges that 
are in the habit of paying their annual dues, which at 
fifteen dollars each, make two hundred and seventy dul- 
lars, amt t.iatth* 1 dividends on five shares of State Bank 
Stock, which may be intimated at eight per cent, will 
yield forty dollars more ; making a total of annual re- 
ceipts, amounting to three hundred and ten dollars. De* 
ducting from this sum, one hundred and fifty dollars, the 
ordinary expences, will leave a balance of one hundred 
and sixty , to meet extraordinary charges 5 a sum but 
small for the purpose. 

But in consideration that money is difficult to be pro- 
cured. Your committee recommend that the annual dues 
required from the subordinate Lodges, be reduced to the 
former sum of ten dollars.
